Due to the fact that the cutting of 
many, of the oat fields has been de- 
layed this fall, and also due to-the 
fact that harvest and threshing has 
been later than usual in parts of Nor- 
thern Alberta, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, Hon. Wm. N, Chant, has de- 
cided to set the opening date of the 
Vermilion school of. agriculture one 
week ahead of the date first an- 


nounced. The opening date had been | 


set for October 22nd, but has now 
been changed to October 29th. 

The agricultural work as given at 
the school is for farm boys and the 
opening and closing of the school ‘is 
designed, as far as possible, so that 
the boys may see the fall work well 
out of the way before they leave the 
farm, and.on the other hand ‘that 
they may. be home again in time for 
the spring work. The home econom- 
ies work is for all girls as it is large- 
ly a home makets’ course. 

Both courses are free in that there 
are no tuition fees of any kind and 
‘ only the board and room for the five 
months at $24 per month. There are 
three small student fees—$5 caution 
fee; $3 medical fee and $2 Athletic 
fee. The caution fee, less cost of any 
damage done, is returned at the end 
of the term.

(a) .That it become effective Ist |

Very little reflection is required to demonstrate that an expenditure of 
ten years’ intensive work by trained scientists and $600,000 of coin of the

The $600,000 referred to and the ten years spent in work in the labora- 
tory and the field, it was recently announced, is the cost to the nation to]: 
date of producing an un-named wheat which, according to authorities, is 
able to withstand a rust epidemic unscathed and at the same time produce 
a kernel with all the desirable attributes of the best commercial varieties 


‘of bread wheat. 


Coupled with this announcement was the further statement that this 
new wheat can be multiplied to a sufficient extent at Dominion government 
experimental farms and on private lands under government supervision to 
enable a general distribution of seed to be made to the farmers of the west 


in 1937. | 


These announcements were accompanied by a further declaration of 
considerable importance, namely, that the government intends to retain con- 
trol of the source of supply of this valuable seed and to see to it that the 
farmers are not exploited by private concerns in connection with its dis- 


tribution. 


.The statement means that the farmers of Western Canada will be able 
_to secure in two years time a substantial supply of seed wheat that is 
guaranteed to enable them to grow a crop completely immune from ravages 
by rust, and at a reasonable price, probably at cost. 

It is pehaps a coincidence that these announcements were made at a 
time when Western Canadian wheat crops were hit by the worst infection 
of rust that the west has known in history but the information should put 
new heart into the many thoysands of farmers who this summer. saw their 
hopes of.recovery blighted when millions of rust spores descended on. the 
most promising crop in years and slaughtered yield and grade which meant

The news given in these important announcements may well mean that 
1935 will be the last time that Western Canadian farmers have to suffer 
tremendous loss from rust infestation.

“parachute kite,” which Soviet avia- 
tion authorities said they believed 
would be able to ascend into the 
stratosphere, had its first successful 
trial lifting four tons of cargo. 

An ordinary freight parachute, 
with a dome 65 feet in diameter, was 
used. The load was attached with

MEDICINE CABINET 


Health Service of the ‘Canadian Med- 
ical Association and Life Insurance 
Companies in Canada, 


One of the most entuelad corners 
in the home is the “medicine cabinet”. 
It is often a reSting place for partial- 
ly used medicines, useless drugs and 
samples sent by post, to say nothing 
of toilet articles and various odds and 
ends. bien 

This collection of bottles and boxes 
may have grown out of someone’s 
sensé of thrift, the idea being that 
the various items might be useful 
soiné day. It may séem to be a waste 
to destroy all unused medicines at 
the end of an illness, but that is just 
what should be done. 

Drugs, if they are to be of any real 
value, must be prescribed by someone 
who knows the nature of: the com- 
plaint.for which treatment is requir- 
ed and the effects of drugs upon the 
human body. The idea of giving some 
left-over medieine to someone because 
the medicine seemed to be good for 
somebody else is obviously all wrong. 

Most medicines deteriorate and lose 
their potency when allowed to stand. 
No. one who knows anything about 
drugs would rely upon some mixture 
or pills which had been standing a- 
round for months or years, 

Many medicine cabinets are a real 
danger because in them will be found 
-powerful poisons. Seldom is there 
any reason for keeping these, but if 
they are kept, they should be in a 
locked ‘box or cupboard with the key 
well out of the reach of children. Al- 
so, everything in the cupboard should 
be so labelled as to avoid any mistake 
regarding their contents. Do not 
keep poisons in the medicine cabinet. 

Only a few drugs and other sup- 
plies should be kept on hand. Ask 
your family doctor the next time he 
is in your home, to tell you what, you 
should have. At the same time, get 
him to write out for. you simple in- 
structions in the use of whatever is’ 


| to be kept in the medicine cabinet. 


A great deal more harm is done by 
well-meaning but medically ignorant | 
people who feel that something must 
be done than results from doing no- 
thing. The properly trained first-aid 
worker saves many lives because he 
knows what to do and what not to do. 


If you are not trained, it is better, on | 


the whole, not to do anything, but 


‘obviously, you should learn what to 


do for burns or when someone in the| 
and so on. Learn how to help in the | 
right way; any other way is not a 
help. ;

These simple suggestions, if fvl- 
lowed ‘by everyone in the family, will 
make your home safe. from fire. 

Put lighted matches and smuvukes 
out before you throw them away. 
Keep matches where small children 
cannot reach them. Never smoke in 
the garage, barn, or attic, nor in bed. 

Remove rubbish, waste papers and 

all unnecessary combustible materials, 
Provide metal ash and trash cans. 
Burn rubbish only in a safely covered 
brick or metal incinerator.. Watch 
the fire. 
' Examine all stoves, furnaces and 
smoke pipes to make sure that they 
‘are safe and well away from wood- 
work or other burnable materials. 
Have needed repairs made at orice. 

Value the advice of your fire chief 
who says that many fires are caused 


by dirty or defective chimneys. Have |: 


the chimney cleaned regularly and 
have all defects repaired. 

Escape. the danger of flammable 
liquid fires and explosions by keeping 
no gasoline in the house. 

Do dry cleaning with safe liquids 
or send the work to the cleaner. 
Never start fires with kerosene. 

Notify the electric company of el- 
ectrical trouble and the gas company 
of gas leaks. Replace “blown” fuses 
with new ones—not pennies. Avoid 
home-made wiring jobs. Don’t look 
for gas leaks with a match. 


Teach everyone in the family to be 
careful of fire, to watch stoves, fire- 
places, electric irons and all other 
possible fire causes, and every day to 
remove old rags, papers and other 
rubbish. 


Fireproof your home as: far as 
possible by fire-safe roofing, fire 
stopping -in hollow walls and _ parti- 
tions to. stop the spread of flame, and 
la non-combustible basement ceiling. 


Inquire of your fire chief, when 
buying a fire extinguisher, to be sure 
of getting the right kind. Don’t hes- 
itate to ask your firemen whenever 
you have questions on fire protection. 

Remember always where the near- 
est fire alarm box is and how to send 
an alarm. ‘If telephoning, be sure 
the address is clearly understood. Use 
a neighbor’s phone rather than one in 
the burning building.

Will Alberta Join Strong 
Trend to Cut Car Licenses? | 


Over a long period the Alberta Mo- 
tor Association had advocated reduc- 
tion of car licenses in this province, 
The organization is prepared to con; 
tinue its fight along that line. 

Some inspiration in continuing this 
advocacy is given by the report that 
in eight states across the border reg- 
istration fees for cars .have been re- 
duced. This means a substantial sav- 
ing to motorists, 


Last year motor vehicle owners in | 


Canada paid to the provincial gov- 
ernments the huge sum of over $50,- 
000,000, ‘which was an increase of 
more than $3,500,000 over the year 
before. The amount covered regis- 
tration fees and gasoline tax, and it 
is expected that 1935 will show a fur- 
ther increase. Such figures are suf- 
ficient to intensify the demand for 
lower registration fees. 

In Connecticut, Georgia, Tennessee 
and Utah, the registration fees on 
both passenger cars: and trucks have 
been decreased. In North Carolina 
and Vermont, reductions were made 
on passenger cars alone and Oregon 
and Washington cut the rates on 
trucks. 


In the whole union, the only states 
which increased fees were Maine and 
South Dakota. 


In Georgia the registration fee has 


been changed from 50 cents per hun- |’ 


dred to a flat rate of $3 per car. Utah 
has adopted a flat fee of $5 and Ver- 
mont’s weight taxes have been re- 
duced be to $6 per vehicle,
